5he  v.  uth  believed,   and  still  believes,   that  ltd  sovereignty 
was  intended  to  er    reserved  by  each  arid  *  very  .-tate  when  it  ratified 
the  Constitution*     It  was  uolveraally  taught  among  the  Sontht-rn 
people  that  in  this  fe«ture  there  was  divinely  inspired  wisdom* 

It  ma;;  hare  been  wisdom  for  that  century,     &ach  :>taie  was  then 
an  independent  agricultural  oortmnity*     The  railroad,   the  otesraship, 
the  telegraph,   were  undreamed  of  an  earth*     But,   as  in  nature, 
whenever  t:  e  climate  has  changed,   the  fauna  and  flora  hare  been 
forced  to  change  and  adapt  thenselveu  to  new  environment,   so  among 
mankind  must  modes  of  government  be  modified  to  o  atom  to  new  on- 
ditlons* 

The  steamboat,  railroad,  and  telegraph  by  1860  had  made  a  new 
planet  out  of  the  one  George  ^auhington  Jcnew*     actional  coheres 
had   been  born,  and   it  was     ealiaed  that  ;'.tats  sovereignty  was 
utterly  incompatible  with  its  fnli  development*     The  "inspired 
wisdom*  sf  the  previous  century  had  now  become  but  foolishness* 
lature'a  great   Law  of  evolution,  against  w>-ioh  ao  constitution 
can  prevail,   at  once  brougi  t  into  play  to  overturn  it  forces  as 
Irresistible  na   t.  oae  of  a  volcano*     But  s?*ch  conceptions  as  those 
of  political  evolution  h^d   then  entered  few  men's  MUMWi       «trioJfc 
Kenry  had  said  "aire  ns  liberty  or  give  me  doath**     I urel?  it 
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would  not  be  liberty   if  the  Ssathera     tatea  could  not  accede  whenever 
they  wished  to*     Holding  tr.ea©  views  1;  e  ..outherners  woulc   nave  been 
oownrdo  had  t  oy  not  resisted  for  all  they  -?er«  -..worth*     Am  poaterlty 
should   ba  grateful  for  their  having  forced   the  ieuu©  and  fought  It 
out  ta  the  bitter  end. 

How  we  ha*e  learned  to  appreciate  the   limited   range  of  Patrick 
rienry's  ricwa,  and  hare  discarded  them  in  fa  -or  of  broader  theories* 
We  want  neither  liberty  nor  death;  we  want  conformation  to  environ- 
ment* 

And  as  t;  e  change a  In  our  planet  atill  go  on,   and   an  Inter- 
national conferee  haa  grown  up-a  Siamese  twin  to  national  ooruaeros*» 
one  srust  applaud  our  nation's  coming  out  of  the  swac.dllng  bands  of 
its  infancy  and  entering  upon  its  grand   inheritance*     Let  it  otand 
for  universal  civilisation* 

This  ie  but  a  assail  and  crowded  planet,  now  that  science 
has  brought  its  ends  together  by  her  great  inventions*     Neither 
Jtateo  nor  nations  can  longer  dwell  to  t  semselves*     An  irro? rowsibl© 
sanflict  is  an  between  barbarism  and  civilisation* 

Through  human  imperfection  much  that  arast  bo  don©  may  seem 
harsh  and   cruel*     Stash  that  haa  happened  doubtless  was  so  to  our 
aboriglneo ;   but  for  all  that  we  must  look  forward  and  not  backward* 
and  walk  boldly  in  the  paths  of  progress* 

Bow,  for  their  bearing  upon  this  story.     Let  us  speak  brief ly

victorious  an*/  "Unconditional  Surrender'1  a  rant,  now  aeemed  oaly 
to  seek  exouees  to  spare  the  Confederates  ever*  ; ouaible  martifi- 
cation  and  to  save  them  from  individual  leases,  even  at  the  expense 
of  hia  own  Oovernraent* 

is  example  was  immediately  followed  by  every  man  in  his  &rEjyt 
down  to  the  humbloot  teamster*     rfirae  will  not  op  wait  the  9  esc  rip- 
tion  of  fee  friendliness,  courtesy,  and  generosity  with  which  the 
whole  victorious  army  seemed  filled*     The  news  of  the  surrender 
and  ite  liberal  terms  was  .ceeived  everywhere  with  similar  feelings 
of  generous  conciliation,     in  proof  it  is  only  aeocesary  to  refer 
to  the  early  negotiation  between  Sherman  an-  toon,     President 

Lincoln  also  fully  snared  these  feelings  and  even  planned  for  the 
Soath  1  inane ial  compensation  for  its  loeo  of  property  by  the  eraaa* 
olpatlon  of  it©  slaves*     fans. for  six  daye~£ro»  aprii  9th  to  14  th- 
there  was  &rmr?  prospect  that  Wafniiiljilf  liilM  ■Mali  be  saoomplished 
in  ti «.  spirit  manifested  by  Grant  and  under  \t&  direction  of  Lis* 
coin,  who,  without  fctfeY  knowledge,  wan  at  the  tiroa  the  youth's  most 
powerful  friend*     £he  treatment  of  the  South  w  uld  have  beea  of 
aaeh  a  liberal  nature  tfe.t  sorrows  of  defeat  woula  have  soon  beea

/ears  of  bitterness  and  estrangement  between  the  sections,   retarding 
the  growth  of  national  spirit,  and  yielding  but  slowly  oven  to 
the  great  cally  object  lesson  of  the  development  of  our  country* 

But  at  last,   in  the  fullness  of  tiiae,   the  star©  in  their 
courses  have  ta*.en  up  the  woriJ     *s  in  1-  6e  one  wloaed  hand  re- 
tardea  our  unification  by  the  imiuer  of  Lincoln,   so  in  1898 
another  aesaasln,  equally  wicked  and  equally  etupie,   bjr  the 
blowing  uv  of  the  :='uttJ2Ef  sad  again  in  1914-19? 7  still  another 
assassin,  by  violating  the  sacred  rights  of  nations,  have  twice 
given  us  a  oooaon  eauss  and  sade  us  at  ln,>t  and  indeed  a  nation 
la  ths  front  rank  of  the  world's  civilisation,  with  ito  greatest 
problem  eoaralttod  to  our  care, 

But  there  is  dtill  one  thing  ;aor©  to  be  said* 
Was  all  the  aauthera  bleed  shed  in  vain?     Was  all  the  agony 
endured  for  the  lost  caues  but  as  water  spilt  upon  the  sand?    Eoi 
A  thousand  times,   Hoi 
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She  woutb  haa  set  a  world  rewwfl  for  devotion  to  a  cause, 
e  haa  given  to  his  childrea  proud     memories,   and   tj  history  new 
nones,   to  bo  a  then*    end  an  inspiration  for  unborn  tjener  ticne. 
The  heroes  of  future  wars  will  eon.  lute  Lees  and  J ac keens* 

aho  tawght  the  armies  of  t;:e  world  the  casualties  to  be 
dnred  in  battle • 

&nd  the  qualities  of  heart  ami  aeul  developed  both  in  her 
women  and  men,    in  the  otreas  and  strain  of  her  paverty  and  in  the 
furnace  of  her  affliction,  have  made  a  worthier  race,  mid  have 
already  borne  rich  reward  in  the  building  up  of  our  country. 

3nt  above  and  beyond  all,   the   firra  bonde  which  today  hold 
other  this  great  nation  could  nerer  have  b«en  wrought  by  debates 
in  Osn^resa*     liumaa  development  haa  not  yet  pyogreaaed  so  far. 

rfuch  bonds  crust  be  forged,   welded.  Hi  proved  in  the  heat 
of  battle  anr"   muat  be  ceioontod   in  blood.     "-.Poaee  cangr oases  and 
arbitrations  have  never  yet  given  birth  to  a  nation,  and  this  om

But  bear  with  me  yet  a  little,    for  I  cannot  leave  the  thoughts 
and  memories  evoked  by  rav  thema  without  suae  referenoe  to  a  few 
among  the  great  figures  who  moved  araid  thec-e  scenes. 

Shall  X  oa&s  to  yon  at  oaee  the  Confederate  hero  who  deserves 
the  highest  pedestal,  who  bore  the  greatest  privations  and  contri- 
buted nest  freely  of  bis  bio  3d  to  win  ffasjp  victory  **nd  resist  every 
defeat?     I  name  the  private  soldier.     Practically  without  pay,  and 
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on  half  rations,  he  enlietaa'   for  life   ">r  death  and   served  out  his 
contract.     3e  did  not   loot  the  fighting  mm  he  was.     Ke  was'  lean, 
sunburnt,  an&  bearded;  often  barefoot  and"   ragged.     Ho  had  neither 
training  or  tfiecirllne,   except  what  he  acquired  in  the  fiel£.     He 
had  only  antiquated  and  inferior  anas,   until  he  captured  bolter 
ones  in  battle.     He  had  not  even  military  ambition;  hut  he  had  ane 
incentive  which  was  looking  to  hie  opponents,  brave  And   loyal  as 
they  were     He  was  fighting  for  his  librae,     ftam  the  (iai  of  Crseee 
to  that  of  Belgium  and  f  ranoe  all  history  atteuts  the  stimulus 
of  the  thought  of  "home"  to  the  soldier  fitting  for  it. 

3o  there  was  nothing  anomalous  about  the  fighting  of  the 
Southern  Army,     ?hey  fought  for  their  homes  under  mon  that  1. 
loved  and  truated.     this  brought  out  the  best  in  every  individual, 
whether  private  or  general. 

Upon  their  President,  Jefferson  Davis,   there  fell  from  the 
necessity  of  his  prominent  position  not  only  defeat,  but  woes  tee 
■an/  to  enumerate.      listory,  however,  will  do  him  justice  at  having 
be«n  moat  worthy  to  represent  the  ^outh,  whether  as  a  man,  a  states- 
man,  or  a  soldier*     -hid  aa  any  compromise  of  the   tssasf  at  stake 
would  have  only  oa-ried  with  it  the  seeds  of  another  war,  the 
nation  is  to  be  congratulated  that  to  his  high  courage  ana  devotion 
to  hie  cause  no  compromise  was  possible. 

And  how,  now,   shall  1  speak  to  you  of  the  great  Lee?     Borer
